Student arrested for gun threats in Lassen Hall

Campus Police arrested a CSUS 
student Tuesday morning for allegedly 
making terrorist threats. The student 
allegedly told a Lassen Hall employee 
that he had a gun and wanted to shoot 
people. 

Campus Police gave the following 
account of the incident: 

The student, identified as 38-year- 
old Neal Edward Murphy, was in a 
break room on the third floor of Lassen 
Hall shortly after 9 a.m. when a CSUS 
employee entered the room. 

Theemployeereported that Murphy 
told him that he “felt like going on a 
rampage and shooting some people” 
with a gun he said was in his duffel bag. 
Murphy then left the room and ‘was 
thought to have headed to the roof of 
Lassen Hall. 

After being notified, Campus Po- 
lice asked for assistance from the Sac- 


ramento Police Department. 
“Wereceivedacall atapproximately 


9:30 a.m. of a man brandishing a gun 
on top of Lassen Hall,” said Jamie 
Brown, a Sacramento police spokes- 
man. Sacramento police officers and a 
S.W.A.T. team arrived on campus 


shortly after the call. 

AS a precautionary measure, police 
evacuated the building and established 
a perimeter around it. 

“We would rather be safe than 
sorry,” said Ann Reed, the assistant — 
vice president of public affairs. “This is 
the first time this type of thing has 
happened in the five years I have been 
here.” 

While outside, the Lassen Hall em- 
ployee spotted Murphy in a crowd of 
people near the Round House and posi- 
tively identified him as the man who 
had made the gun threat. Police took 
Murphy into custody, but did not find 
any weapon on his person or in his 
belongings. 

Fearing a weapon might still be 
inside, S.W.A.T. team members 
searched the entire building and the 
roof. No weapon was found in the 
building and it was re-opened at ap- 
proximately 11:30 a.m. 

Police reported Murphy was booked 


into the Sacramento County Jail, and 
was also instructed not to return to the 


campus for a period of two weeks 
pending an administrative review of 
his expulsion. 

Murphy was reportedly despondent 
over a break-up with his fiancée. 


Midterm exams signal 
spring plagiarism threat

It’s 3 a.m,.on.the morning: before 
that major term paper is due. You have 
written only 12 of the required 40 pages. 
On top of that, you have two midterms 
later that afternoon. 

But on your computer’s hard drive 
is acompleted copy of someone else’s 
term paper; you downloaded it from 
the World Wide Web. The downloaded 
paper is on a topic similar to your 


unfinished paper. You could turn it in 


instead of your own work. — | 

But beware before you commit that 
act of academic dishonesty. Penalties 
for plagiarism range from an “F’ grade 
inthe class to academic probation — or 
even expulsion from CSUS. 

David Rooney, the associate vice 
president of Student Affairs, offered 
this caution: 

“If you are expelled for plagiarism, it 


is forever. You will not be re-admitted to | 


CSUS and it will be perpetually reflected 
on your CSUS degree,” Rooney said. 
“The costs are extremely high.” 

And not only does this expulsion 
keep one away from CSUS; most col- 
leges won’t admit anyone with such an 
expulsion. | 

Rooney said Student Affairs deals 

with 20 to 50 reports of academic dis- 
honesty each semester. There are an- 
other 50 to 100 calls each semester 
from professors who ask about aca- 
demic dishonesty but don’t necessarily 
report a violation, he added. Some pro- 
fessors choose to discipline offenders 
themselves. 

History professor Frank Kofsky, for 
example, has no set policy for dealing 
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with plagiarism. He deals with it on a 
case-by-case basis. 

-Kofsky does a-review.of each case. 
of cheating to find outif the student was 
just being lazy, and deserves punish- 
ment, or if the student had some sort of 
major crisis, like a death in the family 
, occur in’his life. - 

“Generally,,.I. fail the student,” 
Kofsky said. “Plagiarism is dishonest, 
and it’s wrong to be rewarded for dis- 
honesty.” 

Journalism professor Robert 
Humphrey has also caught students 
plagiarizing. 

“Tgive take-homeexams formy Mass 
Media Law class. Two students — one 
male, one female — turned in almost 
identical answers. The female hadn’tbeen 
doing well in the class and suddenly 
was,” Humphrey said. “Iaccused them of 
cheating, but only. gave them a warning.” 

The growth of the World Wide Web 
has also led to the development of 
cyberspace papermills. A papermill is 
place where papers are kept on a vari- 
ety of subjects. 

Using one of these papers, obvi- 
ously, is a form of plagiarism. But 
Rooney said many professors are 


~ aware of such papermills, and are on 


the lookout for evidence of students 
using them. 

“Teachers can access these places 
— and more often in most cases,” 
Rooney said. 

In addition to the risk of being caught, 
cheaters also face another burden of guilt: 
Their plagiarism — if it goes undetected 
—adversely affects their fellow students. 

“Ultimately, academic dishonesty af- 
fects everyone. It throws off curves and 
hurts legitimate students,” Rooney said. 
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Five Arrested for 
Vehicle Tampering 


On Wednesday, Mar. 12, Campus 
Police arrested five people on several 
charges, including suspicion of vehicle 
tampering. 

According to the police report, at 
approximately 11:30 a.m., Campus 
Police responded to the Parking Struc- 
ture to the report of four male juveniles 
removing parts from a vehicle and cas- 
ing the lot. A witness reported seeing 
the suspects get out of ared Honda and 
enter the lot. The suspects then ap- 
proached a black Honda and removed 
the foglamps. 

The report stated that within 5 min- 
utes of receiving the call, Campus Po- 
lice had a similar vehicle stopped. The 
vehicle contained the four juveniles 
and an 18-year-old male occupant. The 
officers contacted the occupants and 
obtained consent from the driver to 
search the vehicle. The search revealed 
burglar’s tools and wire cutters. The 
police also found a pair of foglamps 
that had been broken from their mount- 
ing brackets. 

After contacting the owner of the 
black Honda, the victim stated that the 
foglamps on her vehicle were missing. 
The victim positively identified the 
foglamps in the suspects’ possession as 
the ones that were removed from her 
vehicle. 

Based upon the witnesses’ state- 
ments and evidence collected, the adult 
was arrested and booked in the County 
Jail on suspicion of vehicle tampering, 
possession of burglary tools, and con- 
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spiracy. The juveniles were alsocharged 
with the same offenses, but were re- 
leased on site to their parents. 

John Hamrick of the Campus Police 
stated that the arrest was possible be- 
cause of the information received from 
the witnesses. Students are encouraged 
to call if they see anything unusual. If 
there is anemergency, students can call 
9-1-1 from any inter-campus phone or 
278-6851.

of Michigan and Michigan State could 
use a few good bodies. Dead ones, 
that is. Some medical schools, in- 
cluding those at the two Michigan 
universities schools, are experienc- 


ing a cadaver shortage. The Univer- . 


sity of Michigan uses about 240 bod- 


ies each year, and Michigan State 


about 100. 

“Not only are cadavers being used 
for first-year medical students, but 
now more schools need them for post- 
graduate work,” said Kristin Liles, 
director of anatomical resources for 
Michigan State. That’s because more 
medical students are studying to be 
specialists, she said. But medical 
schools and anatomy departments 
can’t accept just any body. 

The perfect cadaver, according to 
University of Michigan professor 
William Burkel, is young, 50 years 
old or under. Heart attack victims are

Kim Mattis and Natalie Cadondon qualify for NCAA Western Regionals, but Cadondon will sit out due to injury

On March 22, four teams vis- 


ited Hornet Gym to take on the 
Sacramento State gymnastics 
team for the Western Indepen- 
dent Conference Championship. 

Seattle Pacific took top honors, while 
the Hornets finished with a disappoint- 
ing fourth place. Good news arrived 
later in the week however, as the Hor- 
nets received an invitation to the USA 
Gymnastics (USAG) Women’s Colle- 
giate National Championships, and two 
Hornet gymnasts qualified for the 
NCAA Western Regional meet. 

The home squad finished fourth 
with a final team score of 190.500. 
Seattle Pacific racked up the win- 
ning total of 192.125, followed by 
UC Davis at 191.975 in second, San 
Jose State with 191.850 in third, and 
Alaska Anchorage brought up the 
rear with a final team score of 


. 186.725. Natalie Cadondon and Kim 
‘ Mattis led the way for Sac State. 


Unfortunately, Cadondon tore her 
anterior cruciate ligament on her 
beam dismount, sidelining her for 


the remainder of the season. It could 


not have come at a worse time as 
Cadondon just qualified for the 


NCAA Western Regional as the 
fourth seed, but had to decline the 
invitation due to her injury. With 
Cadondon’s absence, Kim Mattis 
moved up one seed to sixth. 

Although the Hornets began the 
season eyeing an NCAA berth, they 
will have to make do with the invita- 
tion to the USAG meet. Coach Randy 
Solorio said, “We were hoping to 
make the NCAA’s, but we knew it 
was a tough climb. We have been 
making strides, but unfortunately for 
us, but good for the sport, is the fact 
that everyone else is improving too.” 

The Hornets are looking to make 
the best of the situation however, and 
expect to battle for the title at the 
USAG meet. “Any of the top four 
teams (Texas Woman’s University, 
UC Davis, Seattle Pacific, and Sac 
State) can take it. It is just a question 
of who is on that day,” said Solorio. 
It will be a bit tougher without 
Cadondon,who has consistently been 
the top scorer for Sacramento, but 
Solorio expects other gymnasts to 
step up and fill the void. 

Kim Mattis heads to Seattle Pa- 
cific today for the NCAA Western 
Regional meet, and the team will try 
its luck April 10-12 at the very same 
venue in the USAG meet.

Losing to Davis is never easy. But 
the 16-4 pounding the Aggies gave the 
Hornets on March’11 was especially

Hornets (11-23) exacted their revenge, 
beating the Aggies 14-7 on Wednes- 
day afternoon at Hornet Field despite 
playing in very windy conditions. 

Both the Aggies and the Hornets 
started off with aggressive game plans.

In the top of the firstinning, 
the Aggies scored two runs after a 
stolen base and two wild pitches. 

The Hornets came out firing in their 
first at bat. Designated hitter David 
Pruett lead off with a single, in his first 
game since seperating his shoulder Feb. 
8 versus Cal State Northridge on a dive 
back into first. The lead off single was 
Pruett’s only base hit for the day, but 
scored twice on the day. Pruett’s single 
and subsequent stolen base sparked the

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Society ’s part in Heaven’s Gate tragedy 


Whoever said, “Death be not proud” 
had it right last week. 

Thirty-nine members of a cult 
called “Heaven’s Gate” died in a 
mansion in Rancho Santa Fe. No- 
body seems to know exactly why 
they took their lives and no one can 
really explain why they did it in such 
a sterile way. The cultists left the 
house tidy; no evidence of sinister 
rituals going on. Each person was 
wearing identical black pants, tennis 
shoes, short-cropped hair for both men 
and women; eachhad $5 in his/her shirt 
pocket and a purple shroud covering 
his/her head. At each corpse’s feet was 
a neatly packed suitcase. 

Thirty-nine human beings decided 
to lie down and die because a self- 
proclaimed guru told them it was a 
good idea. 

The news reports say that the 
Heaven’s Gate folks believed that when 


they took their lives, they were going to’ 


get on board a UFO that was allegedly 
hiding behind Comet Hale-Bopp. From 
there, they were to be whisked away 
from Earth while the rest of us 
unredeemed folk were left to rot on a 
condemned world. 3 
What makes the entire scene all the 
more grisly is that the cult not only 


knew what it was doing, but that its 
members were utterly lucid — even 
happy — when talking about the mass 
suicide, in a videotape taken afew days 
before the event. And the web pages 
the cult left behind suggested to the 
audience that browsers of these pages 
could also enjoy the sameutopian splen- 
dor only if they followed the guru’s 
command to kill themselves. 

No, I’m not going to give the age- 
old argument against organized reli- 
gion, Or even against cults. Religion as 
such didn’t have squat to do with the 
Rancho Santa Fe deaths. 

What is important here, I think, is 
that we live in acountry where the idea 
of community is rapidly disappearing. 
I mean, how many of us really know 
our neighbors? Or the other people on 
the dorm floor? Is the American com- 
munity so bankrupt that the Internet is 
the extent of our common ground? 
What happened to the idea of “one 
nation, under God’’? 

Andif wereally do have some genu- 
ine community spirit left in the U.S., 
why did 39 lonely people find it neces- 
sary to join an organization that told 
them from the beginning that they might 
be required to give up their “earthly 
vehicles” — a sick euphemism for 


their bodies — to be faithful members 
of that organization? It makes me won- 
der if they had ever been shown an- 
other example of a welcoming, accept- 
ing community before Heaven’s Gate 
got a hold of them. 

Not to sound preachy, y’all, but I 
have a hard time believing that writing 
the cultists off as ““wackos” (Remind 
you of a certain Texas city that made 
the papers a few years back?) is a 
legitimate way of justifying what hap- 
pened in Rancho Santa Fe. Like ’em or 
loathe ’em, they were human beings 
who had red blood in their veins, who 
felt lonely and disconnected just like 
youandI do sometimes. Anyone who’s 
never felt those two emotions can stop 
reading now. 

The blood of the Heaven’s Gate 
members isn’t on our hands person- 
ally. But in our own communities — 
church, synagogue, fraternity, ath- 
letic team, club, whatever — we get 
the responsibility to reach out to oth- 
ers and make sure they know they’re 
part of something larger than them- 
selves. That’s part of the bargain. 

As for those that who in the cult 
house last week — well, I hope they 
found what they were looking for. Per- 
sonally, I don’t think they did.

ideal. But “ideal” bodies are hard to 
get. “The average age of our cadav- 
ers is about 75,” said Burkel, director 
of anatomical studies. “We used to 
get nice, young ones.” 

Young people often die in acci- 
dents, so their bodies often can’t be 
used for research, said Dr. Lawrence 
M. Ross, a Michigan State anatomy 
professor. A body’s suitability also 
depends on the purpose in which it 


will be used, Burkel said. Older bod- 
ies often have medical conditions 
such as cancer that disturb the 
anatomy and make it harder to study, 
Ross said. 

Despite recent advances in com- 
puter-generated anatomical studies, 
Ross said:real cadavers are best. Ca- 
davers are considered the first “pa- 
tients” of medical students, Ross said. 
Projects such as the “Visible Man,” a 
CD-ROM tour of a real human body, 
may mean more anatomy studies on 
computer, but it won’t eliminate the 
need for real bodies, the experts agree. 
Cadavers provide a three-dimen- 


sional look at the human body that 
can’t be duplicated on computer, 
Ross said. “There’s nothing like 
the real thing,” he said. 

The ideal cadaver candidate has: 
All limbs attached so muscle and 
tissues can be studied properly. No 
disfigurements. It makes it easier 
to study a body in “unblemished” 
form. Weight appropriate for age — 
and body frame. Obese bodies of- 
ten have heart disease or other prob- 
lems that mask how organs should 
look. No communicable diseases. 
Schools don’t want to run the risk 
of transmission through cadavers.
